1952 Black 
Year For Drivers 


REGINA.—1952- was a black year 
for Saskatchewan drivers. Accord- 
ing to figures released by the High- 
way Traffic Board, 1,311 motorists 
had their licences suspended or re- 
voked, 541 of these penalties being 
for driving after drinking, 116 for 
reckless driving, and, 654 for various 
other offenses. By contrast, the total 
number of these penalties in 1951 was 
only 924. The number of drivers 
penalized for driving after drinking, 
last year, was more than doubled. 

Figures, in almost every way, point 
up last year’s unfortunate traffic re- 
cord. During December, penalties 
for driving after drinking) reckless 
or dangerous driving, and’ other 
causes were 136, a considerable jump 
over 97, the figure for December the 
year before: 53 drivers. were subject- 
ed to loss of license for driving after 
drinking during the month, and 
the number of drivers penalized for 
reckless driving, 10,. was more than 
double. that of the previous Decem- 
ber.. In addition, demotions to col- 
ored licenses, 2,177 in 1951, had 
climbed to 3,201 for the year ending 
December 31, 1952, ; 

After a driver's license is revoked, 
he is issued with a red li¢ense which 
cannot be turned in for a year. Sta- 
tistically speaking, the only bright 
spot for drivers in the province is 
that the total number of suspensions 
and revocations for reckless driving 
for the year had dropped from 15 
in 1951 to 116 in 1952. 


10,000 Canadian 


iGraduates Will | 


Be Seeking Jobs" 


OTTAWA. — About 10,000 Cana- 
dians now at universities will gradu- 
ate into the ranks of job-seekers this 
Spring, the Labor Department said. 

A survey of employers indicates a 
demand for graduates and* under- 
graduates. Replies tu a December 
questionnaire sent employers uncov- 
ered 1,556 jobs available for gradu- 
ates and another 2,549 Summer jobs 
for undergraduates. 

The department. said 12,402 stu- 
dents are efirolled in their final year 
at universities, Five per cent. prob- 
ably will not graduate for: various 
reasons and another 10 .per cent. 
graduating mgy have jobs to start. 

Included in the final-year students 
are 1,317 engineers; 809 in commerce 
and -busiriess administration; 3,547 in 
arts; 752 in science; 287 in agricul- 
ture; 213. in dentistry; 1,094 in edu- 
cation; 314 in law; 347. in household 
science and home economics; 732 in 


social work; 536 in nursing; 118 in 
theology; 37 in chartered accountancy 
and 22 in journalism.

‘*T do ‘not mean to say, nor have I 
ever said, that free exchange rates 
will solve the whole ‘problem; there 
is no simple solution. « Nevertheless, 
it is surely unwise to forego the ad- 
vantages of a free market merely 
becatise after its adoption, some prob- 
lems will still remain. ; . 

“In the short run, the dollar coun- 
| tries should act without delay to re-. 
‘move excessive tariff barriers and 
customs formalities that now. presént 
unnecessary obstacles to overseas 
imports. Canada, especially, has much 
to. gain by reducing the preponder- 
ance of U.S. goods ong her im- 
; ports; and at the same time the re- 
lease in this way of extra dollars to 
overseas countries. would tend to’ re- 


export market. 

“In. the long rug, an investment 
programme will be of. the greatest 
importance in correcting the funda- 
mental economic weakness that lays 
our allies open to recurring dollar 
crisis. Briefly, investment may pro- 
vide relief in three main ways: first, 
soft-currency countries may concen- 
trate their domestic investment on 
industries producing dollar-earning 
exports or producing goods which 
otherwise would have to be imported’ 
from the dollar area; second, dollar 
area countries may concentrate their 
foreign investment in the same typés 
of industry; and third, the. soft-cur- 
rency countries may make direct dol- 
lar-earning investments in the dollar 
‘a itself. : ie 


,PROBLEMS OF INVESTM 

“The way to encourage private in- 
vestment in underdeveloped countries 
is not to create another international 
lending agency but to secure a gen- 
eral elimination or reduction of. the 
present restrictions in these countries 
on the’ repatriation of earnings, on 
the capitalization of earnings which 
aré not or cannot.be transferred, and 
on the effective control by its owners 
over equity capital when the majority 
interest resides outside the under- 
developed countries, 

‘In the last analysis, international 
investment and economie development 
depend upon a change of heart in the 
underdeveloped countries themselves. 
I believe this change will be easier if 
those countries adopt the short-run 
monetary and exchange-rate policies 
I have already discussed. Any easing 
of the dollar shortage by these means 
will make it easier to transfer inter- 
est, dividends, and capital sums out 
of these countries; and the mere 
power to withdraw will in turn en- 
courage new investment and thus 
create a further improvement in the

COSTLY TO CONSUMER 

Three devices, Mr. Muir. said, 
had been available to correct the 
lull in business’ which had 6ccur- 
red early in 1952, These were tax 
reductions, price reductions, and 
easier credit terms. Despite some 
reductions in excise taxes, the ef- 
fect of the 1952-53 budget’ had 
been. to impose a heavier over-all 
burden of . taxation; price re- 
ductions, While they had occurred 
to some extent, played a relatiyely 
small part in the revival of. trade 
which took place towards the half- 
way mark of 1952. 

“It was the third device,” he 
said, “that of easier cregit terms, 
which was apparen chosen by 
business and government .as the 
means to restore-a stronger cur- 
rent of business activity. Consum- 
er credit controls were abolished 
on’ May 6th, 1952, and the volun: 
tary restrictions on bank lending 
were removed, at the suggestion’ 
of the Bank of Canada, on May 
20, 1952. We are exfrerienting the 
buoyant effects of these decisions. 
Indeed; these’ is some evidence tha 
the decline in activity has *been 
over-corrected, and that inflation 
has again become a threat to the 
economy. : 

“So-called ‘easy’ consumer credit 
can be most costly. both to the 
consumer: and to the economy as 
as:whole. The effect on sales is 
immediate and gratifying to busi- 
-ness; but repayment of the debt 
by the public in the future may’ 
well result’ in an enforced reduc- 
tion in consumer spending on dur- 

able goods.to a level quite as low 
and depressing as that which fol- 
lowed our pre-hudget buying spree 
of 1951. If this reduction were to 
oceur along with other deflation- 
ary factors, such as heavy inven- 
tories and a reduction or a, level- 
ling off in armament expenditure, 
our present boom: might~seem, in 
retrospect, an unsound and tem- 
porary. one. - Indeed, the economic 
pattern today bears no little simi- 
‘larity to that 6f 1928 and,.1929. 
Then, as in 1952, the expansion of 
consumer mnstalment credit played 
an -important part -in. increasing 
sales and maintaining retail prices 
at. atime when raw material 
prices were on a steady decline. 
The result then, asin 1952, could 
only be a concealed inflation with 
its attendant dangers: 

“I believe that a sounder pros- 
perity in 1952 would have resulted 
from greater use of.the two other 
corrective devices, namely tax and 
price reductions, - These - interact 
with arid reinforce one another in 
promoting a healthy expansion; in 
other words, the expansion they. 
promote: will not be based on the 
shifting sands of consumer credit.”

BASIS FOR OPTIMISM 


Mr, Muir concluded with an appeal 
fo Canadians to exercise discretion 
when discussing Canada’s. prospects 
‘to their friends in other countries, 
“It. may be pleasant,” he said, ‘to 
have ‘one’s. nation regardéd highly 
abroad; but. the boom. ‘psychology 
that prompts éven: small investors in 
other countries to rush into Canadian 
securities should teach us caution. 
Both our good repute and our long- 
term prosperity will be far safer if 
we do not oversell Canada now. Let 
us then temper our private optimism 
with a little public caution, especially 
when we are jelpe to Canada’s 
many friends abroad. 

“Canada made a valuable contribu- 
tion to the revival of faith in the 
traditional price mechanism when she 
freed the dollar in September, 1950, 
and removed all exchange controls a 
little over a year later. In other 
countries there are legitimate differ- 
ences of opinion on whether or not 
the time has.come to make a similar 
dash for freedom. But there is a 
surprising amount of agreement that 


ultimately this is what must be done.
